The people being thus divided, the brute 
might proceed, as the borough-mongers have done, unmo- 
lested, until those who were more immediately exposed to his 
ravages, could arrange the means of acting with citect. The 
first plan would be to reason with the rich men, who were 
exempt from pluncer—to tel! them that when the flocks of 
of the poor were caten up, the dion must still be fed—that 
he would still want mutton, and would eat theirs—to tell 
them, that if they suffered the property of their poor neigh- 
bours to be devoured, without lending them assistance, their 
poor neighbours would not come to their help, when the 
tiger should be at the doors of the rich. This appeal might 
prove as unavailing as the appeal of the ** dower orders” to 
the richer slaves of the system has been, to arrest the ravages 
of vur ‘borough-mongers, who are worse than any tigers. 
The second appeal of the poor villagers would not resemble 
our appeal to our oppressors, They would uot petition the 
tyger, \o lave off eating, though i would be just as eftica- 
cious as our petitions to the borough-mongers have been. 
They would assemble—they would enquire the best means 
of attacking the brute without danger-—aund if that were im- 
possible, bow to attack him with the /east dangcr, aotwith- 
standing the defection of the rich. They would watch his 
motions, keep constantly on the alert, in the hope of finding 
him at some lucky mowent off his guard, They would 
always be armed, when they dodged his retreat-—they would 
put all they couid, of provision, out of his reach—they 
would unite their means in the common cause; and if any 
one came too uear the monster, and got hurt, his weunds 
would be healed at the common cost, aud the property of the 
sufferer, be under the common care of the rest. The tiger 
would be weakened, by the mere opposition that was excited ; 
he would be wearied by the constant bharrassing of his 
enemies—and exhausted by the constant necessary of want- 
ing food Jong before he could obtain it. Did despair then 
provoke him to any rash attempt, he would go to an unequal 
combat, even with poor men, for their verve; and sinews are 
more powerful than those of the rich. To pursue the 
metaphor no further, we will only observe, that ié might be 
a question, whether the rick, who were treed from a danger 
and an incumbrance, by the spirit and courage of the poor, 
should not be called upon to indemnify the /aét¢er for their loss. 

The mcans of popular resistance to arbilvary power, con- 
sist incourage, talent, and pecuniary resources. In all coun- 
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is inherent in the maltitude, as individually considered; and 
it is only want of reflection, that ever produces a panic in a 
collected number. Any one, who has presence of mind, for 
the occasion, may exchange a panic for the most dete:mingd 
resolution. No one fears the foree that is arrayed against Jin, 
he only fears that be shali be left to encounter it: alon:, 
He is unacquainted with those who surround him, and le 
fies from their supposed treachery, not from anv doubt of 
the means of resistance, tf they were actuaily enibodied, Mul 
titudes have fled from the appearance of a handtul of military 
—not trom want of courage, but wantof concert. Soldiery are 
useless in a certain stage of popular commotion, An irri. 
tated populace is more terrible to a military leader, than tlie 
appearance of the military Is to an assembiy collected wi.h- 
out anv definite object, and not called into action by any 
immediate appeal to the passions. It was the guerillas, or 
peasantry, of Spain which first checked the progress of the 
military genius of France. An armed and determinate pea: 
santry freed Wiolland from her Spanish fetters—the peu 
santry of America defeated the best troops that could be 
sent against them.” Let us deceive ourselves no more on thie 
invineibiity of a military force, Like many other deceptions, 
it owes more to its decorations than to its force. Dress a 
regiment of the best soldiers that could be found in the gard 
of peasants and mechanics, and who would fly from their 
approach? And what real force lies in a white feather, or 
a scarlet coat? Yetarush is strong, ifa child attempt to 
pluck up the roots, The weak cannot be safely assailed by 
those who are weaker. We admire the enthusiaswn of tie 
Spartan, who rushed naked: upon the enemies of his country. 
end was crowned with conquest; nor would vor adnuratiou 
have been less, if he had fallen: but we should then have 
lamented that his virtuous energy had not been more in the 
guidance of prudence. In our cause, We can afford to dese 
nothing, that we can possibly save, A single arm may vet 
turn the balaice of victory. Let us be sure that victory is 
really at stake, before we risk the loss of one, 

Talent, of every description, is always to be met with in 
sufficient abundance, in every country, [tis true that our 
wise ancestors deemed it necessary to import from Hanover, 
the necessary talent, as they thought, for the government et 
the country. Whether they deemed the place of so tittle 
importance, that it was not worth the while of an English- 
to fill such a sinecure; or whether they thought it

than ourselves. But with all deference to our sires, it may 
be doubted whether the country could not have produced 
an equal, to the specimeus imported.

The last three 
vears have demonstrated that evea the “ lower orders,” have 
more talent amongst them, than the ‘‘/igher”’ think it safe 
for them to possess. They have not alone active, but dedibe- 
rative talent. The populace no longer make ridiculous attacks 
upon themselves ia the destruction of houses, and the seizure 
of food. Mr. Cobbett has taught them the injustice of such 
proceedings. His pen has pointed out the 7 alobjects of popu- 
lar indignation; in the oppressors alike of the butcher, the 
baker, and the consumers. ‘She tadent of the people las 
received an accession before which the assumed superiority 
of their wealthy “ superiors,” shrinks even to nothingness. 
This talent needs only to be specitically applied, to produce 





tries, there is abundance of the two formerrequisites, Courage 
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the most astonishing effects. Tulent is power ; aye, and the 
most important species of power. Courage and money may 
gain advantages; but talent alone can repair the evils of ad- 
versity; and call ‘the expiring phanix of liberty from its ashes, 
renewed in the hope of the morning, and arrayed in the 
splendour of the meridian ray. 

Pecuniary resources, are principally wanted, to invigorate 
the popular cause. It is not the want of a large amount, but 
the means of obtaining a smali supply when wanted, which 
has always paralysed the public voice. The tunds supposed 
to be necessary, have always been left to be raised by sub- 
sertplion, when they ought te have been ap plied. It has 
been often suggested to the great men who call themselves lead- 
ers, that a society onght to have been established, to sit 
permanently, to receive subscriptions, aud to form a PATRI- 
FUND;” from which ne man should be paid for his 
isis but ald remunerated for their sufferings, in the 
‘common cause. This suggestion has never been attended to. 
rn he cause is simply this:—Great men do not want the people 
?o be inde pendent of them, Vhey wish to keep the power of 
occasional obligation in their own hands-—that they may 
derive popularity from a splendid boon, insiead of receiving 
only approbation for the discharge of a sacred duty. There 
is nothing more clear, from the evidence of the last twe nty 
vears, that the people must take ther cause into their own 
husedle—dieah they must depend upon no exertion but their ewn, 

All other hones will fail them at the hour of trial, as they have 
pres ays done. Those who can afford to bear the oppressions 
of the day are not oiten solicitous to remove them, at any 
personal hazard, or pecuniary sacrifice. They do not feelthe 
ivranny of which they have only been taught to complain — 
they are not participators in the misery, which they dearer 
upon the system. ‘Phey are not, therefore, the persons upon 
whose conduct much dependence ought to be placed. We 
will hope many of them are sincere—kut when they balance 
their own luxuries with the misfortunes of others, it is not to 
be doubted on which side the scale will preponderate. What- 
ever they do, will be always considered as so much benefit con- 
ferred upon others; and any want of exertion can easily he pal- 
liated by a mind conscious of having done a great deal ‘alres uly. 

From these uncertain stays, let us endeavour to remove the 
dependence of the public to the shoulders of the public. 
Let us fix the cause of reform upon that altar which can alone 
support i it—on the PUBLIC MIND. It has been said before 
that it is pot the amount, but the timely application of pecuni- 
ary resources, Which produces the eflect. Let us see, therefure, 
whether all that can be wanted, may not be produced, without 
any great exertion, or peculiar sacritice, fromamongstthe pcople.
